“THE BUSH FoR KLONDYKE, 
(From Our’ Own Correspondent.) 
: San Fraxctsco, August 6, 
The great news out here is the wonderful 
gold: ficlda that have been discavored in 


f Alaska, San Francisco, and, indeod,. the 


whole Pacitic Const, haa gone wild. A 
couple of wooka ago tho steamer Portland 
atrived in Pugat Sound, from the Klon- 
dyke, bringing-sixty minors cach possessed 
ofa fortune, their-pile amounting in the 
aggregate to 8 ton. of gold dust that had 
boon washed out of what is without doubt 
the richest placer inning field in the world. 
The. region is about 2000 miles from tho 
mouth of the Yukon at » placoicalled the 
Klondyké river, in. an almost: inacdessi- 
ble mountain country, abounding with 
formidable mountain pneses and the most 
frightful rapids. It ‘costs $500 to carry a 
fellow, with his baggage and- provisions for 
Stow months, through the worst of these 
passes. It is alao a region of perpetual 
‘snow and ice, where winter holda carnival 
from the middle of -August-to the middle 
of May.’ Indeed, for some years, it has 
been known to hold up till the middlo of 
Juno, so that only a few weeks remain for 
working the diggings: out of doors.

One by one the prominent actors

Hiortly after_his-return he was appointed 
Minister to Washington, and later he joined 
the Cabinet as: Minister for’ Agriculture 
and Commerce, but did not hold the offica 
long.

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“ SAFUS THAT ARE NOT SAFE. 


Odd things happen now and then in con- 
nection with safes. One maker, when a 
young man, remembots” beitg called 
into an-oflice where a safe- robbery had 
been committed.

on a bed of roses. When he was nine 
yeara of age his father, a prominent samurai. 
of the Wakayama clan, who had been hold- 
ing the putitaon of chancellor of the Ctéu’s 


“| exchequer, was for some reaon caat into 


prison, and his family, according.to the 
-old—formula;—was—declared. to—bo—ex-| 
9 z1thap.. wandered | 

about “tho - country with “his ‘other, 
experiencing all the hardships of a 
ronin life. Reaching Yedo at the 
age of fifteen,he began to study Chinese, 
and feur years later, when his father was 
released from prisdn, he returned to Wa- 
kayama to seo him. He did not, however, 
remain there long. Returning to Yedo he 
became interested in tha agitation for the 
expulsion of the ‘barbarians’ (the term 
then used to describe foreigners), and the 
reatoration of the Emperor to power. This 
led to his forming an acquaintance with the 
late Marquis Kido of .Choshu, Count Ita- 
gaki of Tosa,and others who afterwardscame 
into prominence. In 1863 he Joft Yedo for 
Kyoto. where he met another Tosa man, 
oto Ryoma, who conceived’ a great 
admiration for Mutau’s talents, and the 
two resolved to work together in the inter- 
ests of their country. In pursuance of 
this resolve, Mutau-came to Kebe, and 
entered.a naval school which was establish- 
ed in the district by the present. Count 
Eatsu, who waa then the Naval Minister 


in his safe. .On returning, he coul 


cluded that the lock had beon tampered 
with. He sent his butler in a cab to fetch 
a locksmith, and was himself meanwhile 
very greatly agitated. The locksmith found 
that the safe was unlocked—in fact, it had 
not been locked at all during the six weeks; 
and any time’ is that period anyone, by 
simply turning the handle, could. have 
opened the door and acquired a fortune, 
Everything, however, was just as the 
whet had left it. Another trifling source 
of great anxicty is illustrated by‘an in- 
cident that happened last’ January on 
toard the Pl and 0. steamship Malacca, 
chartered by the Government. to take out 
troops for the Benin expedition.” Previous 
to starting, the ship was fitted witha safe, 
The day after the safe-maker received this 
telegram : ‘Send lockamith at once. Keys 
will not act.' :On arriving at the docks 
and examining the safo, ‘tho locksmith 
‘found that the door was” jammed with w 
jece.‘of -paper,..-The key vould -not act, 
ecause the door was aot properly: shut, 
aud'so the safe had been left unlocked ali 
night. This kind of mishap often happens.
